MEAN AND APPARENT TIME. 
Mean Tims is the time indicated by a well-regulated eloek er wateh run- 
ning without variation, so as to niEke the day, or 34 hears, equal tethe 
Mean Time at which the Sun cornea to the meridian during the year. Ap- 
parent Tina* U the time which make* the Ian come te the meridian every 
day at 12 o'clock. On account of the eliptitity of the earth's erbit, a»d 
its inclination to the equator, the inn dees mot alwayi com* to the merid- 
ian in exactly the lime time ; and hence, Apparent Time ia isregalar, aad 
either gradually fall* behind Meaa Time, or gaias en it, semetimea te the 
amount 6f more than sixtee* minates. Whem theJSan cornea tslae merid- 
iangaElier than the Mean Time, it is said to be fast: but when it ceaneato 
-iOiter, it is said to be slow ; aad the amount hy whick Apparent Time 
differs from Mean Time is called the Sanation of Time. In order te sat 
a timepiece according to Mean Time, it isneoessary to hare a dial, sr aeon 
mark ; and allowance must be made for the Eqaatiem of Time. " ,k: -

Pohk Bmf oa Mutton— How to Pheservs — Take water, four gal- 
lon., coarse sugar, one and a halt peunds , saltpeter, two ounces j common .alt , 
tieht pounds; put the who!* into » clean pot and 1st it boil, carefully takin- 
off the scum ; and when no more scum will rise, pour it into the vessel you in- 
tend to keep it in. and when cold, put in your meat This is all th.it is necos_ 
ssry if yon head up jour cask ; but if kept a* a house piejda in an open ves 
sel, when fresh, is put in weakly, or from time to time; then in that case, the 
pickle should be reboiled (very six weeks. 

Curing Hams and Bacos. -TTsg equal quantities of common Soda and 
Saltpeter— one ounce and a naif of each to t»e fourteen pounds of Ham or 
E*con, vsing the usual quantity of salt. The Soda prevents that hardness in 
the lean of the Bacn waich is so often found, and keeps it quite mellow all 
through, besides being a preventive of rust. 

Substitute for Soda. -A lady s«nd» the following, which wa publish for 
the information of hou»o-keeper»: 

To the ashes of corn cobs add a little boiling water After allowing it to 
stand for a few minutes, pour off the !yo which can be used at once with an 
acid [sour milk, or vinegar ] It m*ke» the Droad as light almost as Soda. 

ToSathPork.— Mr. John H. Taylor, gives through the Columbus Enqui- 
rer the fol lowing r«cipe for saving pork in an economical manner* Ha says 
several gentlemen have successfully practiced it the psst year in Harris county. 

" To 6 gallons of water add 7 pounds of salt, 1 pint of syrup, and 1 tea- 
spoonful of poundod saltpetre After the pork is cooled in the usual w»y, 
pack in barrels and cover with the abova mixture — let it remain four or five 
weeks, and hang and smoke in the usual manner." 
Thui twenty pounds of salt are made to save one thousand pounds of pork. 

Confederate Dye— To Make a Beautiful Blue.— Take elder berries, 
mash them and press out the juice To-two gallons of juice add about one ounce 
of oopperas and two ounces of alum. Dip the thread in this thoroughly, and 
air, and the dyo is set 

Sausage MeatT — After feveral years experience, I have found the follow- 
ing recipe to be the best for preparing sausage meat I have ever seen : 

To 50 lbs. of choppad meat, add 1} lbs of salt, 4 oz. of good blaok ptpper, 
14 table ipoonfulls of sage. 

How to Make Tallow Candler Hard. — Take the leaf of the Prickly 
Pear, say four or five cut up and boil with one pound of tallow, and your 
candles will lurpnre you for hardness. 

To Preserve Butter. — Take two quarts of best common salt, one eunce 
of sugar, one ounce saltpetre, all finely pulverized and d.y; then thoroughly 
mix the whole together, and take one ounce of the mixture for each pound of 
butter, work well into the mass and olose it up for use. 

It should b» remembered that butterthus prepared requires to stand a 
month before it is ready for use. If it is sooner opened the salt is not suffi- 
ciently blended «ith it, and sometimes the coolness of the saltpetre will be 
perceived, which totally disappears afterwards. 

Buttor being prepared for immediate use, had better be put up without the 
saltpetre, but the sugar in the proportions above given, may bo used with 
great advantage, an the sugar gives butter an extra good flavor, and hat a 
tendency to keep it sweet, and prevent its becoming rancid. 
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Practical Directions for Makinc Bread. — As most of the ingredifints 
for raiting bread, as yeast powders, &c, are beeomiag scarce, I' think » good 
recipe given to housekeepers not out of the way. 

Take about eight or ten middling sized Irish potatoes, pare and cut them 
very fine, then set them on to cook with about three time* as much water as 
will cover them. When done, mash them fiae in the same water, tkem add flour 
enough to make a thick batter. Remember the flour mujt be put in while 
the water is boiling hot, let it then cool off until about lukewarm, and then 
add a little piece of sour dough, say a teaspooaful to start with. Of coa-se, * 
after the housekeeper has once uvside this yeast, she can always keep a little 
of the old to add to the new. If kept in a warm place, it will be fit for rise 
in about six hours. Add plenty of this to your flour, and you will have the 
lightest and best tasted bread that you wouid wish for. 

Preserving Butter. — A nateni has been secured by W. Clark, of Lon- 
don, for the following method of preserving butter. The butter is first weli 
beaten in the usual manner after churning, then placed between linen cloths, 
and submitted to severe pressure for removing whey and w t tter It is now 
completely enveloped or covered with ciean white papsr, which ia coated on 
both sides with a preparation of the white oi eggs, in which fiftatm grains of 
salt is used for each egg. This prepared papei is first dried, then he»t«d be- 
fore a fire, or with a hot iron, lust ririor to wrappmj it rsund the butter. It 
is stated that butter may be kept perfectly sweet withoa any salt for two 
months, when thus treated, k placed in a cool, dry cellar. The snbmittimjof 
butter to pressure as described, is a good olan, and oaa waich we recommend 
to all our farmers. They can easily practice it with a small cheese press. 

Starch of Home Manufacture. — TaVe a peck of unground wheat of 
the best quality; pick and soak it carefully. Next put into a tub; pour en suffi- 
cient clear, soft water to cover it. and then set it in the . sun. Be sure to 
change the water every day, Keeping it in toe sun as mush as poisiele, or 
an equally warm place in the-house, should the weather »rove anfavorable. 
When all the grains of wheat have become quite soft, rub it well in your 
hands, and separate it from the husk3, which must be thrown into another tub. 
Let the soft wheat settle in a mass, and then pour off the water and put en 
fre3h; stir it well, and let it settle again, Repeat this every day, tillthelast 
water eomes off clear and colorless. Then pour the water finally off. Take 
the starch out of the tub, collect it in a thin bag, and hiuSg it for a few days 
in the sun ; after which spread on dishes or a sheet to dry. 

Salting ard Smoking Meat. — The following method, which requires only 
forty-eight hours, may be adopted for salting and smoking meat : A quan- 
tity of saltpetre, equal to the common salt that wonld be required for the 
meat in the usual way, must b 3 dissolved in water. Into this the meat to be 
smoked must be. put, and kept over a slow fire till all the water is evapora- 
ted. .It must then be hung up in a thick smoke for twenty-four hours; when 
it will be found equal in flavor to the best Hamburg smoked meat that has 
been kept several weeks in«alt, as red throughout and equally 4rm. 

Indian Slap-Jacks.— Scald a quart of Indian meal-- when luke-warm, 
stir in a half a pint of flour, half a tea-cup of yeast and a little salt. When 
light, fry them in just fat enough to prevent their sticking to the fryiag-pan,. 
Another method of making them, which is very nice, is to turn boiling milk 
or water on the Indian meal, in the proportion of a quart of the former to a 
pint of the latter— stir in three table-spoonfuls of flour, three eggs well beat- 
en, and a oouple of tea-cpoonfula of salt. 
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GARDENER'S CHRONICLE. 



JANUARY. — Sow peas, spinach, lettuce, cabbages, radishes, "parsley, beets, carrots, salsafy, 
parsnips, turnips, asparagus. Plant horse radish, Irish Potatoes. Transplant cabbages and 
lettuce. 

FEBRUARY---Sow peas, spinach, lettuce, cabbage, radishes, corn, beets, oarrotfe salsafy 
parsnips^ turnips, thyme, sage, and other plants. Plant Irish potatoes Transplant cabbage 
and lettuce. 

Reioarks.—The same varieties of pease may be sown this month as were directed for the 
ast. The principal crop of beets and carrots should now be sown- The common varieties of 
pinach should be sown in small quantities once in ten days, as it soon runs to seed. 

MARCH — Sow carrots, beets, Swiss chard, parsnips, salsafy, cabbages, spinach, turnips 
oakv tomatoes peppers. Guinea squash. Plant cucumbers, okra, squashes, snap beans 
cushavr„,seweebeans» New Zealand spinach. Transplant tomatoes, peppers, Guinea squash 
cabbages and let.tnce. 

Remarks. —All the above vegetables should be got in at as early a period as possible. Car- 
ots should now be sown for a full crop, and from English seed. Lettuce should re maiu where 
t is "sown. New Zealand spinach should be sown in hills, three feet apart each way. Rad 
hes should be sown every three weeks. All Irish potatoes should be planted this month. 

APRIL.— Sow carrots, beets, salsafy, turnips, cabbages, cauliflowers, brocoli, tomatoes, 
peppers, radishes, lettuce, celery, leeks. Plant okra, snap beans, squashes, sewee beans, cu- 
cumbers, cushaws, melons. Transplant cabbages, tomatoes, peppers v Guinea squashes. Pick 
eut oelery. 

Remarks.-. -The sowing of the main crop of carrots for summer and autumn, ought not to be 
delayed longer ihaa this month, as they will be easily killed when up. The seed should be 
from Europe, or they will run to seed in the fall. Cucumbers, squashes, and melons, do uot 
succeed well if delayed until now, but a few may be sown. 

MAY. — Sow cabbages, savoys, carrots, beets, turnips, cauliflowers, brocoli, celery, radishe 
Plant snap beans. Transplant cabbages. Pick out celery. 

Remarks.— There is little probability of either beets, parsnips, carrots, or turnips succeed-, 
ng at this season, especially the last; yet if wanted, a few may be Ventured-V-undf r very 
avorable circumstances, they may succeed. If carrots be sown, the ground should be shaded 
nd kept moist, and this continued to the plants sometime after they are up, or they will be 
killed by the hot sun. 

JUNE.- Sow cauliflowers, brocoli. cabbages, carrots, tomatoes. Plant snapbeans, okr 
Transplant celery, cabbages, leeks. Pick out cauliflowers, brocoli, and celery. 

Remarks — This month is generally very dry and hot, and all the crops recommended to be 
sown now, must bf protected from the sun: most of them should have been sown in April, and 
it is only in case of failure or omission that they should now be sown: the month may be con 
sidered bad for the sowing of seeds generally. 

JULY. — Sow early Dutch turnips, rutabaga, carrots, parsnips, cabbages, cauliflowers, brocoli, 
endive, radishes, spinach. Plant snap beans. Irish potatoes, melons. Transplant cabbages, 
celery, cauliflowers, brocoli, tomatoes, and leeks. 

Remarks— fc few only of carrots, parsnips; spinach, or radishes, should be sown as it is not 
very probattetirat they will succeed, unless well protected from the sun for some length oftime, 
while young. The early Dutch tnrnips should also be sown towards the middle and last of the 
month, in smal quantities. The Irish potatoes will be fit for use in October, and the tomatoes, 
will furnish a supply when the spring-grown crop has ceased to bear, and then continue till 
killed by a frost 

AUGUST. — Sew peas, early Dutch and other varieties of turnips, rutabaga, onions, cabba- 
ges, cauliflowers, brecoli, black Spanish radishes, carrots, beets, parsnips, salsafy, lettuce, and 
endive Plant snap beans. Trans plant cabbages, cauliflowers, brocoli, celery, ruta baga,endive. 
Remarks -*-Not much can be expected from peas sown this month, as they will be much 
crippled by fa|e high winds and rain which we usually have; but if much wanted a few may 
be ventured, The beets and spinach are liable to the attacks of the worms, which destroy 
their leaves: should they escape these they will be fine. 

SEPTEMBER. — Sow early Dutch and other varieties of turnips, rutabaga, beets, Swis- 
ohard, mangle wurzle, carrots, parsnips, salsafy, lettuce, spinach, cabbages, onions, radishes, 
endive. Plant snap beans. Transplant ruta baga, cabbages, cauliflowers, brocoli, celery, let- 
tuce, leeks, endive. 

OCTOBER. — -Sow cabbages, lettuce, carrots, beets, turnips, radishes, spinach, salsafy, pai- 

•nips, rutabaga. Transplant cabbages, cauliflowers, brocoli, onions, lettuce, leeks, antke'ndive. 

NOVEMBER. — Sow peas cabbages, radishes, carrots, spinach, turnips, parsnips, lettnee, 

beets, salsafy. Plant mazaron and Windsor beans. Transplant cabbages, lestuce,onions, and 

leeks. 

DECEMBER. — Sow peas, spinach, .adishes, lettuce, oabbages, salsafy, carrots, beets, part 
snips, Plant Irish Potatoes, muz agon and Windsor beans. Transplant cabbages, lettuce and 
•nions.
